59 School Com- 
munity Council, Frisby endorsed the 
referendum but recommended that 
the community conduct a unit district 
study. 


Since that time the School Commu-

130-year-old house 
tribute to settlers

On a blustery autumn day, the Morris family house is a pictu- 


resque tribute to some of Palatine Township's earliest settlers who 
hand-built the house 130 years ago. 


Archibald Atkinson purchased 80 acres in 1843 in a western part 


of the township called Englishman's Grove and built the house. The 
price then was $1.25 per acre, according to the Palatine Centennial 
Book. 


The two-story farmhouse, with white frame, black shutters and 


bright red brick, was built with "Kltson bricks" made by a local 
brickmaker, John Kitson. Only a few Palatine houses with Kitson 
brick remain standing today. 


The original house included a kitchen, breakfast room, hall and 


several upstairs bedrooms with low ceilings and windows that were 
characteristic of the time. 


THE HOUSE has gone through slight alterations and addtlons 


with each new owner. 


John and Sara Swick purchased the house in 1846 for $337.50. The 


house and portion of the original 80-acre lot was sold in the 1860s to 
Mary Vogt for $2,644.98, the Centennial Book states. 


The Vogts added a dining room, library and several more up- 


stairs bedrooms at the east side of the house. 


Although Johnny and Jeannie Morris know little about the history 


of the house and adjoining big, red barn, they do have a favorite 
spot of interest — the cellar. 


The oak cross-beams in the ceiling and the brick floor play sec- 


onds to a large door in one of the cellar walls. The portal Is now 
boarded up; it once led to an underground railway tunnel that ran 
between neighboring farms, Morris said. 


EDITH L. DUNCAN owned the house during the roaring 1920s 


and made her contribution by adding new shingles on the roof and 
then selling to Dr. and Mrs. Fleischmann. 


Fleischmann, "a well known and well liked Palatine doctor," 


died just before the house was sold a fifth time to the Morrises, 
Morris said. 


Vegetable and flower gardens edge the lawn around the house, 


just as they did in the 1800s, and only the large, surrounding trees 
are left to tell how things might once have been. 


But,'to the Morrises, it's a "grand old home" that has been 


revived by another young family. 


While Chicago clinics may close . . . 
Aid cuts pass by area hospitals 


Suburban hospitals will not be sev- 


erely hurt by proposed changes in the 
state's Medicald reimbursement pol- 
icies. 


But at least one local hospital might 


have to make some adjustments to ei- 
ther fees or programs as a result of 
reimbursement cuts by tha state de- 
partment of public aid. 


Hospitals in Chicago are facing 


much more serious consequences, In- 
cluding bankruptcy as a result of low- 
er reimbursement rates for the large 
number of patients who are public aid 
recipients. 


Locally, Lutheran General Hospital 


In Park Ridge has the highest per-' 
centage of Medicald patients. Eight 
per cent of all patients depend on Me- 
dicald to pay hospital bills. 


A SPOKESMAN for Lutheran Gen- 


eral said the length of a temporary 
freeze on reimbursment rates or a cut 
back in the rates could hurt the hospi- 
tal financially. The hospital has a 
large amount of money In reim- 
bursements outstanding for past ser- 
vices, and conld be hurt if it doesn't 
get that money. 


While Lutheran General will take no 


Immediate action, the hospital may 
have to review the effect of state ac- 
tion at a later date, the spokesman 
said. 


Alcxlan Brothers Medical Center in 


Elk Grove Village has the next high- 
est share of Medicaid patients in the 
local area: 4 per cent of its patients 
are on public aid. 


Bruce Fisher, an assistant adminis- 


trator at the medical center, said his 
hospital might get more Medicald 
patients if city hospitals close because 
of the new reimbursement policies. 


Fisher said there were no plans for 


cutbacks of staff or increased rates to 
private, patients, however. He said 
that for the present, the medical cen- 
ter would "ride with the punches." 


TWO OTHER local hospitals, Holy 


Family in Des Plaines and Northwest 
Community in Arlington Heights, 
have less than 2 per cent of their 
patients relying on Medicaid to pay 
their hospital bills. 


Malcolm MacCoun, president of 


Northwest Community, said though 
the impact on his hospital is less than 
on city hospitals, the reimbursement 
changes will have a negative, min- 
imal effect. 


MacCoun said he felt the cutbacks 


were "a very Improper act for the 
governor" and "very inappropriate." 


At Northwest Community, "neither 


cuts in staff nor fees are likely," Mac- 
Coun said, "but a great many hospi- 
tals will have to do smething like 
that." 


Jim McQuaid, director of public re- 


lations for Holy Family Hospital, also 
criticized the reimbursement cutbacks 
"as a matter of principle." The im- 
pact of the new policy on Holy Family 
will be "very minor," McQuatd said. 
However, he continued, the hospital, 
will back the Illinois Hospital Assn. In 
its stand against the freeze. 
>

ROBERT W. O'LEARY, president 


of the association, this week labeled 
the cutbacks "a false economy" and 
predicted as many as nine hospitals in 
the state, including five in the Chi- 
cago area, could close as a result of 
the rule changes. ' 


Currently the U.S. Department of 


Health, Education and Welfare is re- 


viewing the changes sought by the 
state. The changes would include ap- 
pointing a three person review board 
to place limits on reimbursements to 
hospitals.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - New York 


Gov. Hugh L. Carey uld Friday "fed- 
eral money or federal troops" would 
be required to maintain vital dtjr ser- 
vices if New York City goes into 
default this winter — and probably 
drag the state down by spring. 


Carey appealed to Congress to avoid 


"a national policy of punishment" and 
approve a IS billion loan guarantee to 
enable the city .to borrow money 
again, meet its debts and avert "an 
economic Pearl Harbor and the most 
costly mistake in the history of this 
nation." 


If default occurs, the Democratic 


governor from Brooklyn said, "inevit- 
ably, to maintain the vital life ser- 
vices, you'd have to put in federal 
money or federal troops. I can't tell 
you what the cost would be." 


He said he feared the state — 


unable to refinance state agency debts 
— would be drawn into the first state 
default in U.S. history. Hie state's 
budget is smaller than the city's. 


Default would mean the city could 


not pay its police, firemen or other 
workers, Carey said, forcing federal 
troops to take over their duties. Simon 
Rlflcln, a former federal judge and a 
bankruptcy expert, confirmed that 
"for a time," the city would be unable 
to use revenues to pay salaries. 


Carey ran into animosity from Re- 


publicans on the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee. Sen. Edward Brooke, R-Mass., 
who usually votes with the liberals, 
said the state should increase taxes 
and Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex., told 
tho governor: "You're perfectly will- 
ing to spend yourself Into these prob- 
lems — you're not wining to tax your- 
self out of them." But Democrats 
sympathized. 


Financial expert Felix Rohatyn, 


who runs the agency which has taken 
over financial control of the city, tes- 
tified that no amount of belt-tight- 
ening could re-open the market to 
New York securities and allow the 
city to borrow to pay off debts that 
are coming due. The city must borrow 
about $4 billion in the next six 
months. 


"We could lay off 50,000 people, put 


the transit fan at $2, we could put the 
tuition at City University at $10,000 
and hong the mayor and we still 
couldn't go to the market," Rohatyn 
said. 


Summarizing what tho city has al- 


ready done to cut its deficit, Carey 
said: "In a city with the strongest 
municipal unions in the nation, there 
is a wage freeze. In a city with the 
largest construction Industry in the 
nation, there is a freezo on new capi- 
tal construction. In the financial capi- 
tal of the world, a state agency com- 
pletely controls New York City's ac- 
cess to money." 


Corey said "imprudent manage- 


ment" was certainly one of the causes 
of the city's troubles. He sold under a

Gives up control of oil field 
Israel signs Mideast peace pact

Israel signed the final document of 


the interim peace agreement with Eg- 
ypt Friday and immediately began 
putting the pact into effect by relin- 
quishing control of the Ras Sudar oil 
field on the Gulf of Suez. 


The ID-minute signing ceremony at 


U.N. headquarters in Jerusalem signi- 
fied official full acceptance of the 
pact negotiated by Sec. of State Henry 
Kissinger last summer. 


The signing came just hours after 


the U.S. Senate approved legislation 
permitting American civilians to man 
electronic early warning stations be- 
tween the forces of both sides in the 
Sinai Desert. The House of Represen- 
t a t i v e s approved the proposal 
Wednesday. 


Egyptian government sources In 


Cairo expressed satisfaction with both 
the U.S. Senate vote and the signing 
in Jerusalem. 


"We are glad all these procedures 


have been completed," a government 
source said. "We look forward to 
smooth Implementation." 


In a related development, Egyptian 


Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmi said 
that American and Syrian officials 
are seeking to arrange a meeting be- 
tween President Ford and Syrian 
Pres. Hafez Assad next month to dis- 
cuss the possibility of a second Syr- 
ian-Israeli disengagement agreement 
on the Golan Heights. 


As the first step in implementing 


the pact, Israeli officials at the Ras 
Sudar oil field officially turned the in- 
stallation over to three American 
technicians. Egyptian oilmen were ex- 
pected to'move into the area next 
month." 


Israel Is scheduled to evacuate the 


richer Abu Rudeis oil fields GO miles 
south of Ras Sudar by Nov. 30. 


Israel and Egypt reached agree- 


ment on details of the withdrawal in 
Geneva last month, but Israeli offi- 
cials on|y initialed the pact pending 
approval by the U.S. Congress of sta- 
tioning American technicians. 


Avrham Kidron, director-general 


of the Israeli Foreign Industry, and 
Maj. Gen. Herzl Shafir, chief of the

School funding cut 
predicted by veep 


Harper College will lose $600,000 to $1 million from this year's 


budget if the state cuts back funding as a result of increased com- 
munity college enrollments, the college board of trustees was told. 


College Vice President William Mann said Thursday the loss win 


result if the state cuts its payments to the school from $1920 per 
credit hour to a lower figure. 
' 
• 


"They are talking about $15 or $16 (per credit hour)," be said. 


"That would mean we'd lose $600,000 to $1 million depending on 
how low it goes." 


Mann said the college has a surplus planned in this year's budget 


which can absorb the cutback. However, he said, "We can't absorb 
losses like this every year, and I imagine other colleges in the state 
will be devastated." 


The cutback in state payments, Mann said, is the result of in- 


accurate state projections of the number of community college stu- 
dents. The state appropriation, even after it was cut by Gov. Daniel 
Walker, was supposed to provide for $19.20 per credit hour pay- 
ments to colleges, but enrollment and the number of credit hours 
has excecdtd state expectations. 


"The original budget appropriation was based on an enrollment 


projection that was clearly too low," Mann said. 


State community college officials have been discussing the possi- 


bility of seeking more money from the legislature to avoid lowering 
the payments, but no decision has been made on that issue. 
Bond consultant to be hired 


The Harper College board will meet Tuesday at 8 p.m. to hire a 


consultant to advise the college when it sells bonds to buy a second 
campus for the college. 


The board will hear presentations from at least five firms spe- 


cializing on bond sales, college Vice President William Mann said. 


Mann said college officials are going to take special care in 


hiring a bond consultant because sale of government bonds has 
been made more difficult because of the financial problems of New 
York City. 


"I don't think there is any question but that the market is ex- 


tremely unstable and it makes it more Important that we select a 
bond consultant/' he said. 


The college Immediately will sell $2,083,000 out of a $12 minion 


bond issue authorized by voters Sept 27 in order to buy 117 acres of 
land at Palatine and Schoenbeck roads for a second campus for the 
college. The rest of the bond issue, for building on both the Palatine 
campus and the second campus, will be sold later.

System of capitalism 
Rob Roy apartments unlikely 


contrary to Bible? 


Capitalism, a group of American 


Christians recently declared, is a bas- 
ic contradiction to the Biblical faith. 


In the past, if not unthinkable, such 


a declaration would have been consid- 
ered the extremist rhetoric of a small, 
fringe group with no influence on the 
churches. 


But that is no longer the'case. In- 


creasingly, respected church leaders 
are beginning to question the econom- 
ic 
presuppositions 
of American 


society in a way unheard of even dur- 
ing the church's heyday of social ac- 
tivism during the civil rights struggle 
and the antiwar conflict of the 1960's 
and early 1970's.' 


RESPECTED magazines like the 


ecumenical "The Christian Century" 
and 
the United Church of Christ's 


"Journal of Current Social Issues" 
ore raising questions about the Ameri- 
can economic system and some 
writers in those magazines are sug- 
gesting the exploration of socialism as 
an alternative that Is compatible with 
the Biblical faith. 


Several impulses seem to. be at 


work In the current mood, but the 
primary one seems to be the very 
practical problem that the economic 
system does not seem to be capable of 
solving the social problems of hunger 
and poverty on either a domestic or 
global level 


The group that found a basic con- 


tradiction between capitalism and 
Biblical faith, for example, was 
brought together under the'auspices 
of the National Council of Churches to 
struggle with the food crisis. 


'To end hunger," they concluded, 


"means to work for radical change in 
the economic, political and religious 
values and institutions of this 
society." 


But they an not alone in suggesting 


radical economic change. 


THE NATION'S Roman Catholic 


bishops, in their pastoral plan of ac- 
tion aimed at the world food crisis,

adopted last November, specifically 
called for modification "of the free 
market system, especially the impact 
of large corporations, when it stands 
in tho way of justice." 


Another major factor in the In- 


creased questioning of established 
American economic patterns has been 
the growth of "liberation theology." 


Primarily Latin American and Ro- 


man Catholic in origin, the theology of 
liberation is beginning to have its im- 
pact on North American religious 
thought 


A combination of Marxist economic 


analysis with the ethical vision of the 
Old and New Testament, the theology 
presents a vision of Jesus as a liber- 
ator of the poor and oppressed from 
"colonial" industrial capitalism. 


WHILE SUCH a vision works in the 


poor and developing nations, it faces 
difficulties in the United States where 
it straltjackets most Christians into 
the role of oppressor. • 


This has led many, who accept 


some of the basic premises of liber- 
ation theology, to begin the task of 
seeing if there are resources in the 
American religious and political tra- 
dition — some of the ideas of the ear- 
ly 20th century Social Gospel move- 
ment..^ example — that .might pro- 
vide a framework for the uniquely 
North American version of the theol- 
ogy that would, be true to 'most 
church people's experience. 


Whether the activists'can find the 


language, exploit the present econom- 
ic discontent and appeal to the person 
in the pew with a Biblical message 
that challenges some of this nation's 
most cherished beliefs about itself, re- 
mains to be seen. 
• ' 


The County Zoning Board is unlikely 


to grant apartment zoning on the Rob 
Roy golf course in the new county 
zoning ordinance, board chairman 
Alex R. Selth said Friday. 
* Selth said the zoners would be 
"highly reluctant to vote for a pack- 
age deal," and said that "if the zoning 
board were to consider'the rezonlng 
at all we should consider it as an indi- 
vidual application." 


Selth also said the zoners would not 


look favorably on any development 
plan which could put apartments in a 
small area in the center of the golf 
course while leaving large areas of 
open space which could later be 
forced into development. 
' 


INSTEAD, HE SAID he would pre- 


fer a development which interspersed 
homes or multiple-family housing 
with the golf course holes to prevent 
future development of open space. 


Selth made his comments at a zon- 


ing hearing Friday afternoon attended 
by 60 area residents, many of whom 
came to oppose any rezoning of the 
golf course on Wheeling Road north of 
Euclid Road. 


At the hearing, Rob Roy owner, Pat- 


rick B. McDonald, urged the board to 
zone the course so that he could build 
1,600 units of mixed single-family 
homes, townhouses and four-story 
apartment buildings on the 85 acres in 
the center of the course. 


He said he would then agree to 


leave the remaining 95 acres as an 18- 
hole golf course under a zoning'class 
which would make it difficult to ever 
build on the land. 


BUT RESIDENTS at the hearing in, 


eluding Mary Stembrldge of the Riv- 
erhurst Civic Assn. and Jack Gilligan 
of the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Assn., urged instead the land be both 


zoned for single-family homes. 


Rolf C. Campbell — a county zoning 


consultant who came under fire for 
proposing apartments on the land af- 
ter having 'worked in the past as a 
planner for private developers of the, 
site, urged single-family home zoning 
on the land, but called for a long-range 
use compatible with McDonald's cur- 
rent proposal. 


Selth spent a good deal of time 


questioning McDonald about threats 
made by Kenroy officials that if 
Mount'Prospect refused the rezoning 
for apartments earlier this year the 
developer would have only to ask 
Cook County to get approval to build a 
similar project without annexing to 
the village. 


He said it was "a grievlous error", 


for developers to try to "blackmail" 
villages Into accepting a development 
by threatening them with devel- 
opment in the county and said records 
show "the county is not giving free 
rides on zoning." 
' - 


HE ALSO QUESTIONED Campbell 


at length about his work for Kenroy 
on an earlier proposal to build on the 
Rob Roy land. 


Campbell emphasized he saw no 


conflict of interest in working for the 
county now even though he once testi- 
fied on behalf of Kenroy, Inc. on de- 
velopment of Rob Roy. He said he 
would not support earlier proposals 
for dense developments on the golf 
course and would not support single 
family home* use of the land either. 


Campbell said his prime concern 


was to see at least 18 holes of the golf 
course retained as open space. He 
said the only feasible way to do that 
was to build apartments on the other 
nine boles of the golf course. "It's fol- 
ly to believe the golf course will re-' 
main there as it is forever," Campbell 
said. 


Campbell had said earlier in the 


week he might recommend apartment 
zoning for the golf course as a part of 
the new zoning maps. But Friday he 
stopped short of that recommendation 
because he said he had not seen de- 
tailed plans for the development from 
McDonald. 
' 


SEITH SAID zoners would also ask 


for written comments from area vil- 
lages on the proposed Rob Roy rezon- 
ing and would ask zoning board staff 


planner Nicholas Phillips to do an in- 
dependent study of the property and 
report to the zoning board Nov. 6. 


Gilligan of the PHIA said he didn't 


want even the long-range county plan 
to suggest that a multiple/ family 
planned development could be built on 
Rob Roy land. "That in effect greases 
the track" when the developer comes 
to the county for rezoning, he said. 
Seith admitted the plan "would repre- 
sent a tilt in that directon." 
( 


Mrs. Stembridge, of the Riverhurst 


Civic Assn., recounted the history of 
residents fights against apartments on 
the Rob Roy site. She quoted a 1966 
county zoning board decision that the 
land was "most suitable for single- 
family development" and said to re- 
zone the land would be in conflict with 
recent cases setting surrounding zon- 
ing as a high priority in zoning deci- 
sions. 


Another public hearing on proposed 


zoning changes in Wheeling Township 
will be held Nov. (i in Chicago with a 
zoning board decision-making session 
Nov. 20. Final action on the maps is 
up to the County Board.

brought $145. It dated from about 1870 
and was made of black walnut This 
type of armless rocker is sometimes 
called in the old catalogs a "nursing 
rocker." The caned back and seat of 
the rocker at the auction was in per- 
fect condition, and I'm sure it was re- 
done at some point in its time, as 
cane is not likely to last 100 years.

paper. Draw a funny animal or person around 
these "eyes."

Dear Dorothy: .-When I was a child 


we used to make some kind of orna- 
ment using coal and ink. It had some 
chemical action which produced 
flowers. Have you ever heard of this?

You're referring to 'the "coal 


plant," which has given pleasure to 
many over the years. You can use a 
sponge, bone, briquette or piece of 
brick if you don't have a piece of coal. 
Mix together six tablespoons of salt 
(not iodized), six tablespoons of 
bluing, six tablespoons of water end 
one tablespoon of household ammonia. 
Put the lump of coal (or whatever) hi 
a bowl and slowly -pour the mixture 
over it. With a medicine dropper, add 
drops* of coloring — colored ink or 
food coloring, merchurochrome — but 
NEVER iodine. That's all there is to 
it. If some places do not sprout crys-

tals, drop a little more water or am- 
monia water. Greasing the inside top 
of the bowl helps keep the crystals hi. 
Be sure the bowl is leakproof and, of 
course, keep It all out of the reach of 
small children.

Stronger voice 
for business 


It's time for Illinois business- 


men to speak up more forceful- 
ly. 


U isn't that they lack the col- 


lective vocal chords to be heard 
In Springfield. 
It's just that 


they've been outshouted in re- 
cent years by better organized 
pressure groups. 


Organized labor is one ex- 


ample. Labor didn't always hold 
the kind of power base it now 
possesses in Springfield. How 
ever, it now controls large ma- 
jorities in both the House and 
Senate. Its actions clearly over- 
shadow those of business and in- 
dustry. 


Joe Meek, however, has a bet- 


ter idea. Meek, who spent many 
years as a business lobbyist in 
Springfield 
and 
Washington, 


sold recently that business and 
industry are in big trouble and 
must learn again to assert them- 
selves. 


At a political education semi- 


nar In Mount Prospect, Meek 
urged businessmen to take di- 
rect action; that Is, to meet with 
legislators, support good legisla- 
tive candidates and involve their 
friends and employes in politics. 


He cited some pressing rea- 


sons for businessmen to increase 


their influence as quickly as pos- 
sible. For example, the labor in- 
terests in Springfield have man- 
aged to boost unemployment 
compensation in Illinois by large 
amounts in recent years. Be- 
cause of tills, Meek said that one 
of Illinois' largest employers, 
Caterpillar Tractor Co., 
has 


abandoned any expansion plans 
in Illinois. He says it's typical of 
the fact that fower and fewer 
businesses are expanding within 
this state.' 


We don't necessarily agree 


w i t h M e e k ' s point-by-point 
analysis of this state's economic 
problems, but he's on target 
when he says businessmen must 
play a stronger political role in 
Illinois. 


There must be a balance of pow- 
er between business and labor in 
Springfield, for neither bloc bust 
dominate completely the direc- 
tion of Illinois economic devel- 
opment. Until that balance is re- 
stored, the state is going to lean 
too sharply towards labor. 


So speak up, businessmen! 


You certainly can't hurt your- 
selves by talking to your legisla- 
tors, and you may be able to 
convince them to support pro- 
business legislation. But you 
must act now, before your power 
is further eroded. 


Excessive jet noise 
stirred her to action 


Almost all of us endure ex- 


cessive jet noise with hardly a 
whimper of protest, but occa- 
sionally there's someone with 
enough spirit to raise some hell. 
about it. 


In August, Marguerite Ka- 


minske, a sprightly 70-year-old 
who lives in a sixth-floor apart- 
ment in Hcnrich House, a senior 
citizens' apartment building in 
Des Plaines, was almost jolted 
out of her bed by a jet:

headache when I heard this 
drone. I looked up and the whole

illuminated. The 


building and the bed were shak- 
ing, and I thought I was going to 
hove a heart attack." • 


Mrs. 
Knmlnske was angry 


enough about the bone-jarring 
incident to "do something," 


She circulated petitions through- 
out Hcnrich House, met with 
aides in the Federal Aeronautics 
Administration* and Mayor Da- 
ley's office and generally raised 
a ruckus about the commotion 
which had interrupted her. sleep.. 


Now, she reports the planes 


are^Jio longer buzzing her apart- 
ment building. Whether that re- 
sults from her campaign cannot 
be determined.but we think her 
actions may have had a little to 
do with the relative silence near 
the apartment building. 


The point of what Mrs. Kam- 


inske did is that every once and 
a while one person's actions can 
indeed make .a difference. We 
congratulate Mrs. Kamlnske — 
and we think there's a message 
in what.she accomplished.

a type of migraine headache. They 
are called "cluster" because they oc- 
cur in a cluster of attacks, one after 
the other, then there may be a rela- 
tively long period of no headaches. 


The headache usually begins with 


throbbing pain, high in one side of the 
nose and spreads to Involve the eye on 
the same side and sometimes the 
forehead. Most victims are males., 


They are treated just like a mi- 


graine headache. Ergotamine tartrate 
is the old standby, that often helps. 
Sometimes Inderal (propranolol) is 
used or Sansert (methyserglde). The 
latter has to be carefully supervised 
and is usually discontinued after five 
or at most six months, at least for a 
time. That is long enough to outlast 
most recurrent attacks of a cluster 
series. 


There isn't much you can do-for 


yourself, I'm sorry to say, except rid 
yourself of as many tensions as pos- 
sible. But during a series of such 
headaches it is important to avoid all 
alcohol. Alcohol seems to cause these

W H E R E EXACTLY ARE THE 
NORTH AND SOUTH POLES? 


This problem Is not as simple as it 


scorns. There are five different poles 
In the Arctic and five matching poles 
in tho Antarctic. Each region has a 
geographic pole, a magnetic pole, a 
geomagnetic pole, an instantaneous 
polo and a polo of balance. What's 
more, all of them are moving-at dif- 
ferent rates and in different direc- 
tions. 


Tho most familiar poles arc the ge- 


ographic poles that pinpoint the-ex- 
treme north and south spots on the 
globe. Hero tho lines of longitude 
come together. The north geographic 
pole is under the Arctic Ocean, and 
for most of the year it is covered with 
drifting packs of ice. If you mark the 
exact spot with a flag, the shilling ice 
soon moves it out of position. 


Tho south geographic pole is in An- 


tartlca, high on a glacial plateau. 
Since 1058 the exact spot has been 
marked by tho Amundsen-Scott Sta- 
tion, a settlement of U.S. researchers. 
These poles mark tho limits of north

and south according to the geographic 
lines of latitude and longitude. Both 
are 90 degrees from the equator. 


The instantaneous poles mark tha 


opposite ends of the axis around 
which the earth rotates. Since the axis 
has a slight wobble, they move in cir- 
cles that vary in width from a foot to 
about 70 feet. These are the Chandler 
circles, and it takes about 14 months 
to go around once. 


THE POLES OF balance mark the 


exact centers of the two Chandler cir- 
cles. They should mark the geogra- 
phic poles, but slight changes occur. 
Since 1900 the north pole of balance 
has moved six inches toward North 
America and the south pole of balance 
has moved six Inches toward Austra- 
lia. 


The magnetic poles mark the two 


ends of the mighty magnet Inside the 
earth. They are large oval areas, 
some distance from the geographic 
poles. The north magnetic pole is in 
Canada, near Bathnrst Island. The 
south magnetic pole is on the shore- 
line of Antarctica. Both these poles 
wander several miles a year. The geo- 
magnetic poles mark the points where 
the outer magnetic field points down 
to tho earth. One is In Greenland; the 


other is 900 miles north of the south 
geographic pole. 


All the poles make minor motions 


related to the wobbly axis and the 
shifting magnetic field. We now know 
that the earth's crust slides around, 
causing them to glide around on 
enormous global tours. For example, 
500 million years ago the North Pole 
was near Hawaii and the South Pole 
was out In the Atlantic Ocean.

burn said the compound bow repre- 
sents "the first new development in 
archery in thousands of years."

per hour, twice the speed of .a con- 
ventional 40-pound bow.

ed division, Just about anything goes. 
His bow is loaded with every gadget 
and optional piece (of. archery equip- 
ment available. A' 32-inch stabilizer 
rod projects .'forward from the bow, 
acting as a counter weight and shock 
absorber. 


A scope sight with a two-powered 


lens is perched on the bow's riser and 
a peep sight is mounted on the string. 


He uses a release aid, a hand held 


trigger device, rather than his fingers 
to release, the arrow. His arrows, at 
$50 a dozen, are aluminum. ,. 


Championship competition is di- 


vided into three classes, bow hunting," 
bare bow and. unlimited. / • 
'To win the national title, Ashburn 
had to shoot a "field round," using 113 . 
arrows on 28 different 'target*. Tar- 
get* vary in size from six to 24 inches 
whllo shooting distances vary from 10 
-to 80.yards. In the national.tourney 
this year, Ashburn • finished with a 


near-perfect score of 2,778 points out 
of a possible 2,800.

been hit with rockitis

Betcha* can't save just one. When rock- 


hound fever strikes, there are no limits to 
the space and time devoted to a collection. 


It all starts simply enough. A pebble 


here. A fossil there, found alongside the 
road or on the beach where there's easy 
pickln'g. 


Then it happens. You discover a friend 


who shares this rock fascination. You start 
to make short trips to rock shops and 
country areas where more exotic specimens 
are found. 


Too late to turn back. Investing in a 


small rock tumbler, you decide to do some- 
thing with the gleaming handfuls of agates 
you just happened to find last summer. 


From this point, your interests can turn 


as many directions as there are facets on a 
finely cut stone, says Bill Brandt, second 
vico president and field trip chairman for 
the DBS Plaines Valley Geological Society. 
Together with his wife, Barbara, and 
daughter Debbie, Brandt has taken up 
geology as a sociable, rewarding hobby. 
Mrs. Brandt serves as editor' of the 
society's publication, "Crystal Cluster." 


"It's kind of a family hobby," Brandt 


said of the pastime sparkecl by an interest 
In shells and fossils. The Des Plaines fami- 
ly took to reading gemhunters' magazines 
and books, visiting geological museums 
and planning vacations as means of search- 
ing for rocks, fossils and minerals, 
i 


The geological society offers amateur 


rockhounds an opportunity to brag about 


their finds and share knowledge, says Mrs. 
Brandt. The club has study groups for 
such specialties as minerals, petrology, pa- 
leontology, geo!6gy and lapidary work. 
Meeting at 8 p.m. the third Thursday of 
every month at the West Park Field 
House in Des Plaines, the group has 250 
members from throughout the Northwest 
suburbs and surrounding areas. 


Participation 
in the society's study 


groups and field trips to nearby hunting 
sites will kindle your interest in geology as 
well as new friendships, Mrs. Brandt said. 
The geological organization also sponsors 
an annual gem and mineral show. 


"Part of the satisfaction is finding your 


own specimens," Mrs. Brandt said. "But 
you can buy the hard-to-find ones." 


The young, the amateur and the experi- 


enced rockhound stand a 'good chance of 
unearthing outstanding specimens. 


Every veteran rockhound has a string of 


stories about the skill, persistence and 
zaniness required of a truly great collector. 
Whether it's a battle against the elements 
or an occasional crotchety rock shop 
proprietor, the amateur geologist shows 
determination. 


The Brandts can recount a few harrow- 


ing experiences, such as the chilly night 
they spent atop a 13,000-foot mountain in- 
a lengthy, search for crystals. "We didn't 
get much sleep that night," Brandt recalls. 


Rockhounds should carry proper gear 


when they launch a hunting expedition, he 


cautions. Clothing suitable for weather 
conditions, sturdy shoes and safety glasses 
should be packed along with a hammer, or 
sledgehammer, chisel, pick, a collapsible" 
bucket or other container, and a helmet for 
use in quarries. Always ask permission to 
hunt on private property before you look 
for specimens underfoot, Brandt says. 


Walter and Eleanor Scheribel.' Des 


Plaines, fellow members of the Des Plaines - 
Valley Geological Society, always tote 
their gear, including heavy rubber boots in 
the trunk of their car. "You never know 
where you'll find something," Scheribel 
says. 
- The Sheribels' mutual, latent interest in 
rock collecting was rekindled four years 
ago when they married. Now the hobby is 
a full-time occupation. Scheribel estimates 
their annual travels to rock shows and 
hunting areas total 26,000 miles. 


"It's .an expensive hobby," Scheribel 


says. "You see a specimen and you know 
you'll never see another one like it. You 
have to get a rock once you've decided you 
want it." Storage and display of an exten- 
sive collection "gets to be a problem," he 
says. 


The Scheribels contend that their shared 


interest in rocks is a rewarding, though 
economically unprofitable, pastime. They 
work side-by-side in a home workshop to 
transform rough stones and slabs into the 
makings of unique" jewelry, bookends, 
clocks and other items. One of Mrs. Scheri- 


His saw will slice a slab of stone just like a loaf of bread, says Walter Scheribel. 


Stibnite's metallic beauty 


bel's favorite projects is a butterfly statue 
whose wines are sliced from a sla,b of stone. 


Scheribel says the long hours of lapidary 


work arc enjoyable. Don't shy away from 
rock collecting because you lack a great 
deal of time and expertise, he advises. 
Rock shop owners, collectors and others 
interested in the hobby are generally 
friendly and willing to share information. 
"Everyone I know of started out as a rank 
amateur." 


Among the area museum and university 


displays of gems, minerals and fossils are: 


• Lizzadro Museum of Lapidary Art, 
220 Cottage Hill, Elmhurst. The museum's 
extensive collection includes gemstoncs. 
crystals, minerals, fossils, carvings and 
dioramas.

Nineteen letter-perfect Basset hounds 


loll contentedly on the front lawn of Nat 
Hamilton's Harrington1 Hills estate. They 
roll on the grass, sliding their backs 
•gainst the cool surface, tongues hanging 
out in apparent rapture. 


Children prance among them, stroking 


their brown and white hair, allowing the 
hounds to lick their faces as the youngsters 
would a double-dip chocolate ice cream 
cone. High-pitched giggles mix with the 
hounds' throaty purrs. 


Some moments later, however, the Bas- 


sets' shed their outward appearance as one. 
of man's most favored companions. There 
is to be a rabbit hunt and the hounds'are 
overwhelmed by their basic instincts. They 
wiU unleash their fury, to try to kill, to 
conquer, to survive, to eat. ' 


As sporting events, go, Basset hunting 


for the purpose of catching rabbits is a 
combination ' of -good and questionable 
taste. It calls for the participation of ev- 
eryone from the huntsman who leads the 
hounds into the woods to the spectators 
who must walk several miles through the 
same difficult terrain that the Bassets 
negotiate so well. 
.^ 


The Bassets are trained from 9 months 


in kennels in the rear of Hamilton's prop- 
erty and are kept, in the pack until they 
are- 4 or 5 years old. They react in- 
stinctively in the bush, giving- full voice 
when they see or smell a rabbit. If the 
quarry escapes from view they put their 
noses to the ground and hunt full out. 
> 


On the other hand, they almost never 


catch their speedy adversary. Except on 


those rare occasions when they come upon 
a sick or sleeping rabbit, the afternoon is 
spent picking up the scent and giving 
chase. Even when the quarry is captured 
and killed it is usually within the solitude 
of the brush, away from the trailing crowd. 


The Basset hunt can't be understood by 


sports fans who need the benefit of a score 
at the bottom line to satisfy themselves 
that they haven't wasted their time. There 
is more, to it than meets the eye. 


"Underneath we hope they don't catch 


the rabbit," says Hamilton, master of the 
Spring Creek Basset Hunt, who brought 
the sport to Northern Illinois four yean 
ago. The division of the Fox River Valley 
Pony Club is one.of 13 recognized and 
registered hunts in the United States. 


People, adds Hamilton", don't want to 


see the hounds shake the rabbit, break his 
neck and devour him. "We hope they 
don't get caught. Then we can hunt them 
again," he says. 


What makes the hunt enjoyable is to see 


the hounds "in action. Brains against 
brawn, or, in this case, speed, has always 
been attractive. Long, low slung hounds 
shaped much like a. Dachshund, with 
crooked forelegs and the -sad faces of bom 
losers are pitted .against the 
light-" 


ning-quick rabbit. The game is played out 
in all the classical traditions; Whether .the 
quarry is flushed out' and'killed is in- 
cidental. 
'

'The thrill comes "because we've seen 


good hound work, whether they put the 
rabbit in the ground or in their stomachs," 
explains Hamilton. The object, he says, is 
to "eliminate the rabbit." 


Hamilton says the killing of the rabbit 


does "make the hounds keener." But, he 
insists, the sport is not brutal. He takes 
exception to one woman's-charge that they 
are slaughtering animals. "She called me 
the most despicable person in the world." 


The seven-month hunting season began

last Sunday with the arrival to maturity oi 
rabbits bora last April. 


About 120 persons, half of them chil- 


dren, attended 
opening 
ceremonies, 


finked hv the 11 flags hanging from Ham- 
ilton's house of the nationalities represent- 
ed on the hunt: German,.French, Israeli, 
Greek, Swedish, Czech, Spanish, Italian, 
Bohemian, Norwegian and Swiss. 


About 75 persons are either active or 


social members, paying annual dues of $25. 
The money helps defray the $6,000 it costa 
to feed, care and train some 30 hounds. 
After one year, these members qualify to 
wear the colors of the field. 


As always, the hounds are given a bless- 


ing by the Rev. John R. Peterson, rector, 


-St. Mark's Episcopal Church, Harrington 
Hills. The religious ceremonies, coinciding 
with St. Hubert's Day. are believed to 
protect the hounds and participants from 
disease and harm. After champagne, taffy 
apples and other refreshments .are con- 
sumed, Rev. Peterson says: 


"O Lord God, source of life, power, love 


and blessing, vouchsafe in thy loving kind- 
ness and mercy to bless and protect these 
hounds entrusted to our care and keeping. 
And grant that in the sport of this day we 
may be refreshed and renewed in body, 
mind and spirit. To thee be the praise and 
glory, now and evermore. Amen." 


The Bassets, who are surrounded by the 


crowd, tug at his feet during the ceremony. 


"Reverend Peterson,"- Hamilton an- 


nounces, "is standing on a raised podium 
since the.hounds do have an affinity for his 
vestments."

The organizers of the Spring Creek Has- 


Mt Hunt are so taken with their sport that 
they have issued.an open invitation for 
anyone to come along and watch. 


The basset hunt is not a private club, 


declared Nat Hamilton, 'master of the 
hunt. Unlike fox hunting clubs which have 
exclusive memberships and closed'hunts/ 
the Basset club allows one, and all to par- 
ticipate or become spectators. The season 
runs from October through April. 


He said the hunt, held every Sunday, is 


not used as a social stepping stone, al- 
though most persons involved in the hunt 
live in the affluent Harrington Hills area. .- 


Besides watching the hounds hunt rab- 


bits Hamilton said an audience gets to 
"walk over millions and millions of dollars 
of investments (property) like it's ours." -

in charge of the Bassets. She is assisted by 
whippers-in, who make sure the hounds 
stay on course and headed in the right 
direction. 


Miss Jackson is in full hunting outfit, 


coat of hunting-green with club buttons, 
white rat-catcher shirt, -cream-colored cor- 
duroy knickerbocker 
breeches, 
hunt- 


ing-green stretch stockings, brown leather 
chukka boots, green velvet hunting cap, 
cream-colored string gloves, hunting horn 
and Basseting whip. 


The colorful clothing blends nicely with 


the hounds. Bassets are described as hav- 
ing a comic, sorrowful head and bizarre 
body. They have their origins in 6th Cen- 
tury, France and eventually were in- 
fused with bloodhound blood. The mature 
hounds weigh an average of 55 pounds and 
stand no more than 11 inches tall. Their 
physical attributes allow them to pene- 
trate dense cover in hunting for quarry. • 


Together, huntsman and hounds form 


an effective duo. 
No one is important to the hounds but 


the huntsman. They share an equal role 
in finding and catching the rabbit. The 
huntsman leads the hounds to where the 
rabbit is likely to be hiding. Sometimes the 
hounds will get overexcited and must be 
put on the right track. When the quarry is 
around their natural instincts take over. 


"They hunt," Hamilton says. "It's what 


nature taught them to do a million years 
ago." 


Nine-and-a-half Basset couples comprise 


a pack -on the hunt. Aggressive hounds, 
like Sebastian, are in front, their experi- 
ence and capabilities relied upon by the 
others. The ones with good voices also are 
important. 
* ' 


"They follow him because they know he 


will not open up unless he's got the scent," 
Hamilton says. Then Miss Jackson will 
alert >the rest of the hounds: "Hark to 
Sebastian. Hark to Sebastian." 


The rabbit, of course, has something to 


say about the sport. Since no one says a 
blessing for him he is left to fend for him- 
self, usually in late afternoons during feed- 
ing time. He is fast and can escape into the 


ground. The rabbit most always gets 
away, but before he does he seems to have 
a little fun with his pursuers. 


"He's not afraid," says Hrmilton. "He 


may even piddle around awhile. He waits 
for the hound to get close and takes off. 
He plays with the hounds. Some go right 
to the hole, others give the hounds a 
chance for a longer chase." 


Miss Jackson agrees. "These rabbits 


know us pretty well by now." 


Because of the escape routes used by the 


rabbit, spectators don't get much of a 
chance to see the dramatic confrontation 


(-in the woods. Only the toot of the horn, 
the voices of the hounds and the rustling 
of the bushes give anyone a hint that the 
hunt is in full swing. 


As the hounds draw a cover, or go- into 


the brush, Hamilton perks up. He and the 
other spectators stand silent titter being 
commanded to "hold hard" by the field 
master. The hounds give full voice, howl- 
ing, rapidly feathering their sterns and 
madly rushing about. Individually they 
are slow. In a pack they are superb, Ham- 
ilton says. Miss Jackson blows the horn 
three times. "It means (in French) suite, 
suite, suite; hunt, hunt, hunt," Hamilton 
says. 


On this occasion, as on two others, the 


rabbit is not caught. A combination of 
high winds and a dry day makes it vir- 
tually impossible for the hounds to pick up 
and keep on the rabbit's pungent, uriny 
smell given off the pads of his feet. 


After three hours, the hounds are led 


back to the kennels where they will rest for 
tomorrow's hunt. The hounds left behind, 
mostly puppies the huntsmen th'ought 
might respond adversely to the piper, 
playfully greet their mates. 


Miss Jackson, reflecting on the day's 


hunt, pointed to the failure to catch a 
rabbit as proof the sport is not as violent 
as some people might think. "It's not a 
meat sport," she says. "People think we're 
bloodthirsty." 


Hamilton says, "Cats kilt more rabbits 


than the hounds. Something's hunting 
something else all the time."

I Bicentennial celebration 


LANSING, Mich — Peter Toth, a Hun- 


garian-bom sculptor, is celebrating the na-* 
tion's Bicentennial by erecting monuments 
in honor of the very first Americans — the 
•Indians. 


He has made Lansing, the Michigan 


capital, the site of his 15th effort in four 
years of traveling around the country in 
his portable studio, a custom-made van. 


"To celebrate this country's existence 


and leave out its very first settlers doesn't 
seem quite proper," the 26-year-old natu- 
ralized citizen said during a break from his 
latest hand-picked 
assignment — a 


26-foot-high wood sculpture'of an Indian 
head. 


Toth, whose family fled their homeland 


• after the bloody -Soviet crackdown that 
squashed the 1956 Hungarian revolution, 
feels an empathy to the Indian as a victim 
of oppression. It is something that is not 
always understood by' the many who stop 
to admire his work. 


• But this does not deter Toth, who plans 
to erect monuments in all 50 states and 
then, perhaps travel around the world to 
promote "humanity and peace" through 
his work. 


"It's a very subtle way of protesting," 


he says with just the barest trace of his

"My way is through con- 
struction and giving, rather than de- 
structing and taking." 


The bearded and muscular young man,

It has' been a nomadic existence for 


Toth, living on the road in his van and 
practicing his art, since he graduated from 
Akron University in 1971. He said he 
made enough money working as a 
$13,000-aryear machinist while still in 
school to support his activities now.

"This dog has not been allowed to be 


frightened of gunfire or dittcournged from 
putting his feet up on people. 
" "Gus lives at my house but his owner is 
Lou Schumacher who supplies animals for 
movies. Lou makes the promises and 1 
keep them." 


"A thousand shepherds could have been 


trained for this role. It takes patience. Just 
like it does with those collies on the Laddie 
shows." 


Gus thumped his tail in what could have 


been a canine rebuke. Clearly, the mention 
of collies put his teeth on edge. 


To begin with, Gus as Won Ton Ton is n 


male dog playing a male role. Lassie is a 
male in drag. 


Moreover. Gus is handsomer than Kin 


Tin Tin whom he obviously plays in the 
comedy film. In old photographs Rin Tin 
Tin looks a bit scraggly by comparison.' 


Miller patted Gus on the head and said, 


"We are training him to climb a 10-foot 
wall for one scene. It's just slightly tilted, 
but it's still a dangerous stunt. 


"Gus is a gentle, mild lap dog. Easy to 


train. Easier than the Bohemians," Miller 
added, somewhat ruefully. 


"Shepherds use their heads more than 


Dobermans which act first and think later. 
Gus thinks first. The secret to training him 
is his reward — which is my attitude. If 
I'm happy that's his biggest reward. 


"I give him tidbits and toys to animate 


him before a scene. The excitement gets 
his ears and tail up. He loves to please me. 


"He likes being an actor. Gus can tell 


the difference between a rehearsal, lining 
up a shot and the actual shootjng scene. 
He knows by my attitude. 


"People on the set pity the dog because 


he works hard. He's getting a lot of love 
and attention from everyone. The com- 
plainers are the same ones who leave their 
dogs neglected nil day at home. Now who's 
better off?" 


Miller has been training animals since 


196U and lives by a single credo: "I never 
work with any animal bigger than I am." 


He eschews working with lions, tigers, 


bears and other heavyweights. 


"The reason I don't work with anything 


bigger than me is that I'm afraid," said 
Miller in a hurst of candor. 


He is not thinking of adding Dobermans 


to his list of untouchables despite the in- 
teresting designs they engrave on his 
limbs. 
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TV series 'golden noose* for Rock 


HOLLYWOOD — Rock Hudson is an 


uncomplaining man, but he has another 
year to go on the "McMillan and Wife" 
television series which has become a golden 
noose. 


For Hudson it's almost like serving time 


on a plush chain gang. 


Big Rock is paid a fortune. But then he 


had a fortune going into the limited 
NBC-TV series. 


Hudson is the only major film star to 


mrvive regular television exposure. Jimmy 
Stewart, Anthony Quinn, Glenn Ford, 
Shirley MacLaine, Henry Fonda and all 
the others who switched to the tube sank 
without a trace. 


But success and financial rewards are 


•mall consolation for four years and 26 
episodes of terminal boredom. 
. "McMillan is a vanilla guy," Hudson 
sighed. "He's never wrong. He never be- 
comes enraged or makes a mistake. He's 
never jealous. Never gets drunk. That 
blandness is tedious over the years. 


"But when you accept a character who 


goes into living rooms there arc certain 
limitations to begin with." 


Although he had a recent starring role in 


"Embryo," a sophisticated movie drama, 
Hudson is interested in remaining in tele- 
vision too. He would, in fact, like to take 
another shot at a series once "McMillan" 
leaves the air.

"I've got my own ideas about what I 


want to do the next time around," he said. 


"It 
would 
have to .be another 


mini-series, not 24 episodes a season. Once 
• month is plenty. And the character 
would have to be exciting enough to keep 
me interested for another five years." 


There are other considerations..Hudson 


raid he would-insist on cast and story 
approval. 


"I have an idea that television really 


hasn't attempted yet," the big man con- 
tinued. "A 90-minute situation comedy 
once a month. Something light and sophis- 
ticated. No one's really tried anything but 
weekly situation comedy. 


"It could be something along the lines of 


'Pillow Talk' (the movie in which he co- 
starred with Doris Day). 


"We've tried to give 'McMillan and 


Wife* a feeling of drawing room comedy. 
We've come close. But it doesn't quite 
come>up to what I have in mind. 


"I wouldn't want to play a crime fighter 


or detective again. And I think it would be 
a good idea to make the characters more 
polished than the ones in situation comedy 
today."

pened to Lee Grant when she reported to work in 
"Fay" the other day — nobody else showed up. 


The furniture was missing from the stage at 


Paramount .Studios and 
workmen Were dis- 


assembling the, set. 


"What's going on here," the beautiful Lee de- 


manded. 


A stagehand, his hammer upraised, said mat- 


ter-of-factly, "We've been canceled." 


And that's how NBC-TV informed one of tele- 


vision's finest actresses she was unemployed. 


Lee Grant still is in shock. Not BO much by the 


cancellation, but by the manner in which the cou- 
rageous NBC executives broke the news.' 


She is a professional. Lee has survived a couple 


of theatrical diseasters on Broadway which opened 
and closed in a matter of hours. 


"This was like an old fashioned New York evic- 
tion," said the stunned star of the comedy show, 
which was killed after only three network airings. 


"I went in for rehearsal as usual, expecting to find 


everyone else prepared for a script reading, So it 
was totally unexpected. 
• 
, 


"I had to laugh at first. The previous day a vice 


president told me NBC would move 'Fay* to a time 
slot where it could get a good rating. They finally 
agreed with me the show wasn't right for the 
so-called family hour. Our problem waa we didn't 
have a lead-in." 


The series preceding "Fay" was "The Monte- 


fuscos," a real turkey which was axed the same day 
NBC uncoupled "Fay." 


• "I don't think it's fair to give a show like ours so 


little time to prove itself," she said. "NBC acted 
out of panic. None of their Thursday night shows 
registered more than '25 in the ratings. Our rating 
was 16. 


"We were hoping the network would move, us 


like ABC did 'Barney Miller' last year. In the right' 
time slot it became a •success. A new series should 
have an established show for a lead-in. 


"Gloria Leachman's new series is doing fine. ItY 


sandwiched between 'Rhoda' and 'AH in the Fami- 
ly.' It has a great lead in and is followed by the No. 
1 series on the air. 
. "We were opposite 'The Waltons,' a children's 
show. Ours is obviously an adult program, but tho

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won't automatically 


grant time to President 


NEW YORK — The president of CBS 


News says his work will no longer allow 
itself to be automatically commandeered 
by the 'President whenever the White 
House wants to go on the air. 


Richard S. Salant threw NBC and ABC 


into a tizzy Monday when he refused Pres- 
ident Ford's request for air time at 8 p.m. 
to broadcast a tax message to the country. 
NBC followed CBS' lead, while ABC car* 
tied the speech. 


Salant insists news departments of the 


three networks must exercise judgment in 
broadcasting live presidential messages, in- 
stead of instantly acceeding to presidential 
demands. 


Salant made it clear that Section 315 of 


the Communications Act, the "equal 
time" provision, was not the sole,' perhaps 
not even the major, reason why CBS re- 
fused the President air time. Right now 
the only other avowed candidate for the 
Republican presidential nomination is a' 
Worcester, Mass., man named John Jacob 
Gordon. 
. "I should make it clear that even if 315 
didn't stand in the way, it doesn't mean 
we should automatically allow ourselves to 


be commandeered by the White House," 
Salant said. 


CBS News made its decision on the tax 


.message after studying a copy of the 
speech Ford planned to give, and Salant 
said future decisions would be made in the 
same manner. In this case the request was 
made five hours before air time. 


"If we don't get copies in advance, or 


reasonable intelligence on a speech, then 
unless the White House tells us it is a 
matter of immense national security, we 
won't carry it," Salant said. "We won't 
buy a pig in a poke." 


He said Monday's action was something 


CBS had been "gradually summoning up 
the courage to do." 


"This has been a growing problem that 


has grown up with radio and television," 
he said. "It started in radio with Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and his fireside chats. Each 
president has improved on the one before 
him." 


Salant said he believed the way presi- 


dents have used television "upsets the 
whole balance of government power.".

Karpov'a debut victory as world cham- 


pion in the Vidmar Memorial Tournament 
in Yugoslavia was notable for many rea- 
sons. 


First: He demonstrated his avowed in- 


tent to be an active champion. Second: He 
won a very strong tournament. Portisch 
and Ljubojevic, two of the strongest play- 
era in the world finished in seventh and 
eighth places, 2.6 and 3 points back, re- 
spectively. Third: His outright first place 
finish was one of only a few on record in 
over 41 years! Fourth: His victory came 
after a strong performance in the USSR 
Spartakiad (a team tournament) and be- 
fore another first place in the 
much-heralded international tournament 
in Milan. 


With these performances, Karpov 


(white) appears to have an edge (his pieces 
are more centralized, his king is safe, and 


his pawns sounder (in Diagram 1.) But it- 
is not immediately apparent that the game 
will abruptly come to an end. 


How does Karpov do it? Sacrifice? 


Checkmate? No! He simply plays 1, N-R5! 
attacking a pawn which can't be defended 
by black's misplaced pieces. 


The demoralized Mariotti, with little 


faith in the position, resigned, rather than 
face further indignities at the hands of the 
relentless Karpov. 


In Diagram 2, Karpov is again on the • 


verge of &. win. Though he is behind in 
material, he has other 
compensation. 


Black's knight is exposed and vulnerable,' 
and Karpov's own passed queen pawn and 
bishop (at B6) are a formidable team. 


• Karpov's next move takes cognizance of 
both the above facts. It is simple when you 
see. it. He played 1. B-QN5!, a double 
attack on black's knight and bishop.

Intra-city 
bus system 
due Dec. 1

A DCS Plaines official said this 


week that an expanded Inlrn-dty bus 
system should be in operation by Dec. 
1. 


Clayton E. Mott, chairman of the 


DCS Plalncs Moss Transit District, 
said officials are in the process of fi- 
nalizing bus routes for the expanded 
system.

"Wo are moving ahead," Mott said. 


"We thought we were going to have 
the. expanded service operating by 
Oc. 1, but there have been delays. But 
now I think we're on the way." 


THE NEW BUS service will be fun- 


ded by the Regional Transportation 
Authority through the North Suburban 
Mass Transit District. 


NORTRAN will conduct a public 


hearing Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Des Plaines Civic Center to discuss 
plans to discontinue 13 of Its routes. 
The district plans to discontinue three 
Intra-city routes in DCS Plaines and 
replace them with four new routes. 


"They ore going to discontinue the 


Ihroa existing intra-clty routes, but 
they are going to be replaced with 
four better routes," Mott said.. 


City officials said the routes are 


being changed so more residents will 
benefit from the service. The new . 
routes also are expected to bring in 
more fare revenue, they said. 


THE FOUR NEW Intewdty routes 


will originate and return to the bus 
depot at the Chicago and .North WesU 
era Ry. station In downtown Des 
Plalncs. The service will Include 
north, west and south routes, and a 
new southwest route through the 
city's Industrial area. 


The Intra-city routes eventually may 


connect with mass transportation 
provided by the RTA. The RTA'had 
planned to connect with thu Intra-clty 
routes In the-near future, but officials • 
have decided to reconsider. 


The Intra-city bus service will run 


between 6 a.m. end 10 p.m. Service 
will be at 30 minute Intervals during 
rush periods and at one hour intervals 
at other times, Mott said.

Harper College will lose $600,000 to $1 million from this year's 


budget If tho state cuts back funding as a result of increased com- 
munity college enrollments, tho college board of trustees was told. 


College Vice President William Mann said Thursday the loss will 


result if tho state cuts its payments to the school from $19.20 per 
credit hour to a lower figure. 


"They are talking about $15 or $16 (per credit hour)," ho said. 


"That would mean we'd lose $600,000 to $1 million depending on 
how low it goes." 


Mann said the college has a surplus planned in this year's budget 


which can absorb the cutback. However, he said, "We can't absorb 
losses like this every year, and I imagine other colleges in the state 
will be devastated."

Capitalism, a group of American 


Christians recently declared, is a bas- 
ic contradiction to the Biblical faith. 


In the past, if not unthinkable, such 


a declaration would have been consid- 
ered the extremist rhetoric of a small, 
fringe group with no influence on the 
churches. 


But that is no longer the case. In- 


creasingly, respected church leaders 
are beginning to question the econom- 
Ic presuppositions 
of American 


society In a way unheard of even dur- 
ing the church's heyday of social ac- 
tivism during the civil rights struggle 
and the antiwar conflict of the 1960's 
and early 1970's. 


RESPECTED magazines like the 


ecumenical "The Christian Century" 
and 
the United Church of Christ's 


"Journal of Current Social Issues" 
are raising questions about the Ameri- 
can economic system and some 
writers in those magazines are sug- 
gesting the exploration of socialism as 
an alternative that Is compatible with 
the Biblical faith. 


Several Impulses seem to be at 


work in the current mood, but the 
.primary one seems to be the very 
practical problem that the economic 
system does not seem to be capable of 
solving the social problems of hunger 
and poverty on either a domestic or 
global level.

dition — some of the ideas of the ear- 
ly 20th century Social Gospel move- 
ment, for example — that might pro- 
vide a framework for the uniquely 
North American version of the theol- 
ogy that would be true to most 
church people's experience. 


Whether the activists can find the

Teachers 
ere considered public employes, since 
they are paid with public funds. 


"We ore ready and willing to meet 


with the teachers at any time to nego- 
tiate," he said. "No one on the board 
wants a strike. A strike is the most 
destructive tool of any labor, negotia- 
tions. We're not through negotiating." 


Tomchek said a strike committee is 


making plans for picketing. 


The union has repeatedly requested 


a mediator to help settle the salary 
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dispute, but the board has stated it 
was elected to set teacher salaries 
and will not relinquish that duty. 


The proposal states that if damages 


exceed each school's allotted amount, 
"the program is ineffective and must 
be reevahmted.." 


The board will consider the policy 


at its Oct. 30 meeting. 


In other action, a majority of the

The High School Dist. 211 Board of 


Education is considering a proposal to 
curb school vandalism through the 
use of student incentives. 


Under the proposal, $1 per student 


would be allocated to each of the five 
district high schools to repair dam- 
ages. At tho end of the year, the 
unused portion of the money would be 
placed into the student activities fund 
and used to benefit the students. 


The proposal was tabled for further 


consideration Thursday night after 
board.member Jean Fisler asked if 
fund money would be used to repair 
damages even though vandals who 
were identified agreed to pay the 
damages personally. 


MRS. FISLER said she was general- 


ly in favor of the proposal but wanted 
to make sure students would not be en- 
couraged to vandalize by thinking the 
high schools were ready to pay their 
bills.

The program was proposed by the 


student council at Hoffman Estates 
High School where vandalism totaled 
more than $2,000 annually. The pro- 
gram was then expanded to cover the 
entire Dist.

Palatine, Inverness seek new map 
Officials want density reduced 


Palatine and Inverness village offi- 


cials Friday requested reductions in 
density on the proposed county zoning 
maps for Palatine Township. 


More than 60 township residents and 


officials reviewed tho proposed zoning 
and land use maps during a public 
hearing conducted by tho county 
zoning board of appeals. 


The maps are part of a revised 


comprehensive county zoning plan 
prepared by Rolf C. Campbell Associ- 
tcs, county planning consultants. 


STEVE LENET. Palatine village 


planner, requested a reduction in the 
high density zoning ot a parcel on the 
west side ot Qucntin Road just south 
ot tho Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks, and of areas along Roscllo 
Road. 


Lenet suggested that the rezoning or 


development of these areas be kept in 
a "holding pattern" until the villages 
of Palatine and Inverness, under an 
Intergovernmental agreement, /are 
able to revise their master plans and 
suggest uses for the areas. 


The Quontln Road parcel is partial- 


ly located in a flood plain and Is zoned 


for 17.4 units per acre, a density 
which exceeds that allowed by either 
of the villages, he said. 


"The development of that property 


as it is zoned and proposed for devel- 
oment on these maps would result in 
severe traffic problems and hazards," 
Lenet said.

difficulties in the United States where 
it strait jackets most Christians into 
the role of oppressor. 


This has led many, who accept

• ation theology, to begin the task of 
seeing if there are resources'in the 
American religious and political tra- 
dition — some of the ideas of the ear- 
ly 20th century Social Gospel move- 
ment, for example — that might pro- 
vide a framework for the uniquely 
North American version of the theol- 
ogy that would be true to most 
church people's experience.

Whether the activists can find the

Harper board ivrapup 
School funding cut 
predicted by veep 


Harper College will lose $600,000 to $1 million from this year's 


budget If the state cuts back funding as a result of increased com- 
munity college enrollments, the college board of trustees was told. 


College Vice President William Mann said Thursday the loss will 


result If the state cuts its payments to the school from $19.20 per 
credit hour to a lower figure. 


"They are-talking about $15 or $16 (per credit hour)," he said. 


"That would mean we'd lose $600,000 to $1 million depending on 
how low It goes." 


Mann said the college has a surplus planned in this year's budget 


which can absorb the cutback. However, he said, "Wo can't, absorb 
losses like this every year, and I imagine other colleges in the state 
will be devastated." 


The cutback in state payments, Mann said, is the result of In- 


accurate state projections of the number of community college stu- 
dents. The state appropriation, even after it was cut by Gov. Daniel 
Walker, was supposed to provide for $19.20 per credit hour pay- 
ments to colleges, but enrollment and the number of credit hours 
has cxcccdtd state expectations. 


"The original budget appropriation was based on on enrollment

Capitalism contrary to Bible? 


Capitalism, a group of American 


Christians recently declared, is a bas- 
ic contradiction to the Biblical faith. 


In the past, if not unthinkable, such 


a declaration would have been consid- 
ered the extremist rhetoric of a small, 
fringe group with no influence on the 
churches. 


But that is no longer the case. In- 


creasingly, respected church leaders 
are beginning to question the econom- 
ic 
presuppositions 
of American 


society in a way unheard of even dur- 
ing the church's heyday of social ac- 
tivism during the civil rights struggle 
and the antiwar conflict of the 1960's 
and early 1970's. 


RESPECTED magazines like the 


ecumenical "The Christian Century" 
and 
the United Church of Christ's 


"Journal of Current Social Issues" 
are raising questions about the Ameri- 
can economic system and some 
writers in those magazines are sug- 
gesting the exploration of socialism as 
an alternative that is compatible with 
the Biblical faith. 


Several impulses seem to be at 


work in the current mood, but the 
primary one seems to be the very

practical problem that the economic 
system does not seem to be capable of 
solving the social problems of hunger 
and poverty on either a domestic or 
global level. 


The group that found a basic con- 


tradiction between capitalism and 
Biblical faith, for example, was 
brought together under the auspices 
of the National Council of Churches to 
struggle with the food crisis. 


"To end hunger," they concluded, 


"means to work for radical change in 
the economic, political and religious 
values and institutions of this 
society." 


But they are not alone in suggesting 


radical economic change. 


THE NATION'S Roman Catholic 


bishops, in their pastoral plan of ac- 
tion aimed at the world food crisis, 
adopted last November, specifically 
called for modification "of the free 
market system, especially the impact 
of large corporations, when it stands 
in the way of justice." 


Another major factor in the in- 


creased questioning of established 
American economic patterns has been 
the growth of "liberation theology." 


Primarily Latin American and Ro- 


man Catholic In origin, the theology of 
liberation is beginning to have its im- 
pact on North American religious 
thought. 


A combination of Marxist economic 


analysis with the ethical vision of the 
Old and New Testament, the theology 
presents a vision of Jesus as a liber- 
ator of the poor and oppressed from 
"colonial" industrial capitalism. 


WHILE SUCH a vision works in the 


poor and developing nations, it faces 
difficulties in the United States where 
it straitjackcts most Christians into 
the role of oppressor. 


This has led many, who accept 


some of the basic premises of liber- 
ation theology, to begin the task of 
seeing if there are resources in the 
American religious and political tra- 
dition — some of the ideas of the ear- 
ly 20th century Social Gospel move- 
ment, for example — that might pro- 
vide a framework for the uniquely 
North American version of the theol- 
ogy that would be true to most 
church people's experience. 


Whether the activists can find the 


language, exploit the present econom- 
ic discontent and appeal to the person 
in the pew with a Biblical message 
that challenges some of this nation's 
most cherished beliefs about itself, re- 
mains to be seen.

Harper College will lose $600,000 to $1 million from this year's 


budget if the state cuts back funding as a result of increased com- 
munity college enrollments, the college board of trustees was told.

result if the state cuts Its payments to the school from $18.20 per 
credit hour to a lower figure. 


"They are talking about $15 or $16 (per credit hour)," he said.

ator of the poor and oppressed from 


"colonial" industrial capitalism. 


WHILE SUCH a vision works in the 


poor and developing nations, it faces 
difficulties in the United States where 
it straitjackets most Christians into 
the role of oppressor. 


This has led many, who accept 


some of the basic premises of liber- 
ation theology, to begin the task of 
seeing if there are resources in the 
American religious and political tra- 
dition — some of the ideas of the ear- 
ly 20th century Social Gospel move- 
ment, for example — that might pro- 
vide a framework for the uniquely 
North American version of the theol- 
ogy that would be true to most 
church people's experience. 


Whether the activists can find the

The County Zoning Board Is unlikely 


to grant apartment zoning on the Rob 
Roy golf course In the new county 
zoning ordinance, board chairman 
Alex R. Setth said Friday. 


Sclth said the zoncrs would be 


"highly reluctant to vote for a pack- 
age deal," and said that "If the zoning- 
board were to consider the rczonjng 
at all we should consider it as an Indi- 
vidual application." 


Selth also sold the zoncrs would not

School funding cut 
predicted by veep 


Harper .College will lose $600,000 to $1 million from this year's 


budget if the state cuts back funding as a result of Increased com- 
munity college enrollments, the college board of trustees was told. 


College Vice President William Mann said Thursday the loss will 


result If the state cuts Its payments to the school from $19.20 per 
credit hour to a lower figure. 


"They are talking about $15 or $16 (per credit hour)," he said. 


"That would mean we'd lose $000,000 to $1 million depending on 
how low it goes." 


Mann said the college has a surplus planned In this year's budget 


which can absorb the cutback. However, ho said, "We can't absorb 
losses like this every year, and I imagine other colleges in the state 
will bo devastated." 


The cutback In state payments, Mann sold, is the result of in- 


accurate state projections of the number of community college stu- 
dents. Tho state appropriation, even after It was cut by Gov. Daniel 
Walker, was supposed to provide for $19.20 per credit hour.pay- 
ments to colleges, but enrollment and the number of credit hours 
has cxcccdtd state expectations. 


"The original budget appropriation was based on an enrollment 


projection that was clearly too low," Mann sold.
